Attack Coolidge Stand 


Think Voters Have Forgotten 
Details of Incident 


|La Follette Group Gets Out 
Pamphlet on Subject

Already the La Follette-Wheeler 
management is circulating printed 
matter entitled “the plain truth 
about Calvin Coolidge.” in which 
its version of the Boston police 
strike is told at length. 

“At first Coolidge dodged re- 
| sponsibility,” this document de- 
clares, “until all seeming danger 
of a political mistake was passed. 
After the easily preventable calam- 
ity of rioting and bloodshed, with 
public opinion falsely founded, he 
assumed the authority that had 
been several times disclaimed and 
capitalized the episode into the 
Vice- ency.” 

It is understood the Democratic 
orators are presently to take up 
this theme and develep it to the 
same conclusions, although jt ts yet 
possible that they will refrain. 


APPROVED BY WILSON 

The fact is that four years ago. 
when Mr. Coolidge was. candidate 
for Vice-President, the Democratic 
management of that campaign 
went to considerable pains and ex- 
pense to hate prepared for wide 
circulation very much the same 
sort of a story, intended to prove 
that Gov.
